f). In c.nsQ of a poll at an election for 
M..yijr and Counoillora tho vote shall bo 
given by b.illot, 

. Tho ballot of each voter shall con- 
sist of a paper (in this Bylaw called a bal- 
iot paper) showing the names and occu- 
pations of tho candidates for the ofiico of 
Councillor. In Joh-isoii Street W.ird, in 
addition to such ballot paper, thoro shall 
bo an additional ballot paper nhowiiig tlio 
names and descriptions nf tho candidates 
for tho ofiico of M.ayor ; each ballot paper 
shall have a number printed on tho back 
and shall have attached a counterfoil with 
tho Efima numbor printed on tho faco. At 
the time of voting tho ballot paper shal! 
bo marked on both sides with an ofHcial 
mark and delivered to tho voter within 
the polling station, and tho number of 
such voter on tho Rcgistor or List of 
Municipal Voters shall bo marked on the 
counterfoil, and the voter, havingsccrotly 
marked his veto oii the paper and folded 
it up so ,is to conco.ll liis vote shall place 
it in a closed box in the presence of tho 
ofllccr presiding at tho Polling Station 
after having shown to him tho official 
mark on the back. 

8. Any ballot paper which has not on 
the back the official mark, ov on which 
votes are given to more caudidat-j.^ than 
tlie voter in entitled to votu for, or on 
which anytliiiig except the Haid number 
on tho back is written or marked by wliich 
tho vote can bo identified shall bo void 
and not couuled. 

0. After tho close of the poll tho ballot

11. And for the purpose of regulating 
the mode of proccduroatsuch election and 
of conducting tho said polls section one 
of the Bylaw entitled a ".(Bylaw to regulate 
the election of a Alayor and Councillors 
for tho City of Victoria in the yoar 1876" 
coranioncing: If any candidate nominated 
during tlio timo appointed, etc., together 
with all tho subsequent Boctions of the 
s;ud Bylaw and tho schedule thereto ap- 
pended are hereby, jucprporatet^ with this 
IBylaw and shall-' be:read together with 
this Bylaw, as if the same had been re- 
enacted, word for . word, heroin . titid

A Prosperous To s,r. 

'New yoRK, Dec. 29. — To-morrow's 
Public will have an article showing 
that the clearing house exchanges at 
New York for the past year were not 
only larger than ever before, but much 
larger than tJiose of London or any city 
in the world. The Public says there is 
one moderate sized room in New York 
in which the payments inado during 
the past year have greatly exceeded tho 
entire amount received and the entire 
amount expended by the United States 
government from its first establishment 
down to' this time. Tlie aggregate re- 
ceipts of the United States treasury in 
all accounts, loans included, have 
been .$18, .070,318,0 17. Tho paynionts 
including all rpdemption of notes and 
bonds have been .S18,334,754,202 ; but 
tho amount, paid into tho clearing 
house by exchanges alone since Jan. 

■l8t,il880, is $38,C14,210,578, and the 
balances paid during the same time 
amounted to §1,501,200,000. The 
largest transactions over known before 
in a single year were those of 1869, 
when a' third of tho exchanges proba- 
bly was due to spsculatiou in gold. The 
e.xchanges then were $37,'107,028,987, 
and the" balance §1,120,318,308. For 
the tirst time that record has been ex- 
ceeded. Tho largest transactions ever 
made in any year through the London 

,clcaring bouse.werc'.£6,013,299,000, in 
thc^ year 1874-5, equal to about .§30,- 
O6'3,495,O0O. Hence thopayments made 
in 1880 in tho .room where Mr. Camp 
has charge are the largest ever made 
during any year in any establishment 
on earth. Tho exchanges of all other

tubes. The Urcos inado desju'rato re- 
sistance, hut linally thought prudence 
the .better. part of valor ant^Jjorked 
within range of tho shore "Mltories. 
Then the Huasear, Angamos and Cha- 
cabues jwith, three ijiiiore launches came 
ov'er frotn the island and the engagement 
became general. Shot, shell ami rock- 
ets wero whizzing aljout on shore, 
whilst the batteries ]K)undcd away with 
greatest energy at the Huascar, which 
it was boliovecj syaa struck oace. Tho 
UrcOs tilsq ^^ucp(^^<id|iiv,striking one of 
the torpcdo'ilauncires,', amrthe combat 
then terminated by tho Chilians re- 
turning to the island witli it to eft'ect 
repairs. Thrci; men weiu killed and 
two wounded on board the Urcos, which 
is nothing more than a .slow launch tug.

The spars were cut on tho 
Chilian launches during tho two hours 
tho fight lasted. During the first part, 
tho fighting was done to tho noi;th ward 
of the bay w^^oja^ut^fti/essolaj-arefat 
anchor."

Wiio Hay Veto on Tuoaday. 

The Act of 1880 to amend tho qualifica- 
tio.ii of voters at municipal ulootiona admits 
to tho franchise any person rated on tho 
road tax nsaoasmout roll who shall have 
paid his tax in respect of tho same 
six months previouu to the day of election. 
The .issocsuicnt roll was mado up to tho 
30th of June last, and jiorsoiLS whoso 
names appiiar thereon and who paid tho 
tax v.'ithin tho time prcjcribod, may vote 
on Tuesday next. Any male or fonialo 
holding a license for and carrying on busi- 
ness within tho municipality and who 
shall have paid for such license six ctdon- 
dar months next preooding the day of 
election U)ay vote; but another sc'tnion 
jirovido.s that only Britiali aubjerits of tlie 
full ago of 21 years who have been resi- 
dent.) of tho municipality for twelve 
months shall voio in respect of triples li- 
cense or road tax. So that foreigneis 
can only vote at tho ensuing election if 
tliey are assessed for real estate. Under 
tho late Act all ratepayers, '.vithout reapeot 
to nationality, wore allowed to vote.

Pamphlet w. Irving, — This was an ac- 
tion for diimagoa arising out of a contract 
for the hiring of the plaintifTa schooner 
Bonanzii. It appeared that defendant, 
having contracted in 1878 with tho Do- 
minion government to remove the .■stool 
raila from Vancouver Island to Yale, had 
engaged iihi;ntifl''s schooner to ttan.sport 
tho rails from Esquimalt and Nanaimo to 
Langley— tho plaintiff to supply a tug to 
tow tho schooner to and fro. A written 
ngreomeut had been prepared at defend- 
ant's instance; but plaintitF refused to sign 
it on the ground that defendant required 
20 houi-s' notice to furnish a steamer be- 
fore being liable for demurrage. Tho 
work, howQver, was imdertaken and per- 
formed without the signed agreement. 
Tho defendant furnished a steamer, but 
in one instance delayed so doing for four 
and a half days, and other delays wore 
proved, varying from half a day to three. 
The crow of tho Bonanz.T, wore hired bj- 
the month and consisted of from 20 to 25 
men. Defendant in claim for mitigation 
showed that two-thirds of tho rails wore 
landed at Now Westminster, thus saving 
plaintiff tho trip to Langley ; also, that 
three of the crew wore paid by defendant. 
Plaintitrs claim was for §800 damages in 
the nature of demurrage. 

The Cliicf Justice directed tho jury that 
in tho absence of positive stipulation the 
defendant was bound to sujjply a tug )ci7/i- 
1/1 a ri'n.-tdiiitble time after nutico of each 
shipment and delivery and was therefore 
responsible in damages if ho had been 
guilty of undue delay. At tho same time 
his Lordship thought that tho unload- 
ing of two - thirds of tho rails at 
New Westminster instead of at Langloy 
went in initigation of damages and also 
that in their computation tho number of 
the crew aliould be reduced by tlio three 
hands paid for by tho defendant. 

Tho jtuy, after an hour's deliberation, 
returned a verdict for plaintiff for 8483. 

Tho Chief Justice tlion directed, in 
accordance with tho now rules, a judgment 
to bo entered fm' that sum with costs.
